The following official_ predictions were 
rénade for the Post-Djépatch by Weather 
noon Wednesday: 


Cooler Thursda - morning. 
The temperature is expected to fall 
|trom 10 to 20 degrees.

}day morning: There was frost last night

The normal temperatur 
for September in St. Louls is shown by 
the books to be 69, so you see how far we 
have gone up. 
. “This morning we started at 86 degrees, 
four higher than yesterday. That does not 
mecessarily mean that the day is going,to 
be warmer than Tuesday, but it will be a 
hot one. 

Phe low that ts headed this way may get 
fn ahead of time, and if it does, cooler 
weather may be expected. At any rate its 
close proximity to this section is expected 
to have some effect on local conditions. 

“Last night's minimum temperature was 
as high as it has ever been. The minimum 
was reached this morning at 3 o'clock when 
63 was registered. I believe to-night will 
be cooler."’

Missouri Farmer Found Ca- 
ressing a Corpse. 


FOUGHT TO KEEP THE BODY. 


HIS DELUSION WAS THAT THE 
WIFE HAD COME BACK. 


They Had Been Married Only Two 
Weeks When She Succumbed, and 

He Built a New Home Expect- 

ing Her Return.

SPRINGFIDLD, Mo., Sept. 6.—George 
Hendrickson, a voung farmer, living near 
Oseood, sat on a tombstone with the corpse 
of his bride clasped in his arms from mid- 
night till dawn. He was a raving maniac 
when relatives found him thus Wednesday 
mornine and force was required to take the 
corpse from him. He had disinterred the 
body by uimselfy and when he was d'scov- 
ered he Jeclafed*that no power could sep- 
arate him from his wife, whom he con-

at her death was pitiable. lie re- 
tou be consoled.

He neg- 
iected his farm and spoke to no one save to 
answer questions tn monosyllables.

Hendrickson replied 
that there was an excellent reason for his 
change of manner.

That was a harmiess delusion and the 
relatives did not discourage it ut Hen- 
arickson was watched more closely. 

Tuesday night he went to bed in a cheer- 
ful mood. ‘Wednesday. morning ne was not 
about. the pace when the family arose.

A neigh- 
hor kal seen him Roing- in -thaeadireution- 
the graveyard at 10 o'clock on the night 
previous. «<The searchers hastencd to. the 
gravevard, The gruesome sight which they 
beheld when they came near enough to the 
burying ground unnerved many eof the 
party. 

There, on a headstone sat the maniac, his 
features distorted into a hideous grin ex- 
pressive of fiendish delight, and holding 
tight in his arms the corpse in the grave 
clothes. Both forms, the living and the 
dead, were wet and mud stained. 

The party approached siowly. One of the 
relatives called to the crazy man. This was 
the latter’s first knowledge of the presence 
of any one but himself in the graveyard. 
The hideous grin disappeared. A murdercus 
look spread over his features instead. He 
clasped the corpse tighter. The searchers 
continued to advance slowly. 

When they had come to within 1 feet 
of the maniac he jumped to nis feet, still 
with the corpse In his arms, and with a wild 
unearthly screech he set out and ran, car- 
rving his burden with him.

Treasury Action in Regard to Swiss 
Embroideries. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury has directed an appeal 
to court from the recent decision of the 
Board of Class.jication of the New York 
Board of General Appraisers in the cases 
of certain importations of Swiss embroid- 
eries by a New York firm. The iaw provideg 
that in case a coliector of customs deems 
a reappraisement by a single genera] ap- 
praiser too low he may cause a reappraise- 
ment by a board of three general apprais- 
ers. In this case the collector d.d no: th.nk 
the reappraisement too low, but acting on 
the suggestion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, he caused a reappraisement to 
be made. The Board of Classification, how- 
ever, nullified this action. by holding it to 
be illegal, on the ground that the coliector’s 
action was taken under duress, he feeling 
compelled to carry out the Secretary’ S sug- 
gestion, even :f contrary to his own juce- 
ment.

INET WILL MEET. 


It Is Not Probable That Kruger Will 
Take the Initiative, but Wait 
for the First Step of 
the Invaders. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—This morning’s news 
sheds no new light on the Transvaal crisis. 
The signs which the English are accus- 
tomed to see just previous to a war con- 
tinue and from this any number of sensa- 
tional deductions may be drawn. 

Mr. Joseph C *hamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, remains at the 
Colonial Office. and the other Cabinet Min- 
isters are either here or on their way to 
this city. 

General opinion tends to the belief that 
the Cabinet council will result in an ulti- 
matum, followed by an immeciate back- 
down on the part of the Boers or the com- 
mencement of hostilities by Great Britain. 
This. feeling, however, is founded on the 
trend of the recent negotiations and it Is 
often forgotten that in these Mr. Chamber- 
lain had practically a free hand and was 
not hindered by the cautious conservatism, 
which undoubtedly will characterize the de- 
liberations of the full Cabinet councll. 

The Pall Mall G2zette to-day says: 

“Tt is feared that during the past # hours 
the probability of war has become appre- 
clably greater.” 

The paper, however, prints no news, €x- 
cept that received yesterday, to justify this 
assertion. 

Advices from various | sources Indicate 
that the acute tensloggin all parts of Sou =~ 
Africa continues. ut, unless the Boe. 
take the initiative, which at present is im- 
probable, “t is pretty certain that the issue 
of peace of war lies solely in the result of 
Friday’ s cabinet council, hence public at- 
tention is centered more on the signs of 
the times as exhibited at the army stations, 
nnd the dockyards than in South Africa it- 
self, thou h news from there is eagerly 
awaited, iefiy ow'ng to the uneasy feel- 
ing that the Boers might end the diplomatic 
tangle by raiding Natal. 

It is reported this afternoon that Mr. 
Chamberlain has sent a reply through S.1 
Alfred Milner, Governor of Cape Colony, 
and British High Commissioner of Sout... 
Africa, te the Transvaal Government’s lat 
est proposit' on. The latter is generally un- 
derstood to be a withdrawal of the forme: 
concessions and an initiative agreement for 
a further conference. It seems improbabik 
that Mr. Chamberlain has done this, as he 
would probably have awealted the cabinet’s 
Gecision before taking such action, and even 
it he has «t is nardly likely that his reply 
would bring matters to a head except by dir- 
ritating the Boers into aggressive action.

KRUGER CHANGES GROUND. 
The Significance of His Move Noi 
Clearly Understood. 
LONDON, Sept. 6.—The altered aspect of 
the Transvaal affair continues to be a mys- 
tery too deep to ‘be, probed by anybody 


outside of the chief secretary’s room in the 


colonial office. President Kruger has sud- 
denly changed ground. He had been refus- 
ing to grant a joint inquiry into the precise 
effects of the proposed political changes. 
but had offered a five years’ franchise and 
increased representation under the condi- 
tion that the suzerainty should be aban- 
doned. He has now withdrawn that offer, 
and, reverting to his original scheme has 
accepted the suggestion for a conference 
of some kind. The facts are in dispute 
but this seems to be a close approach to 
the truth. 

Why has Kruger changed ground so sud- 
denly? That is the difficult question to 
answer. His new attitude would be in- 
telligible if he had received from Mr. 
Chamberlain in the last week or the week 
before a somewhat peremptory intimation 
that the patience of the British Government 
was exhausted and that it cou.d not wait 
any longer, but must have an answer by 
the middle of this week. 

There is no official suggestion that any 
demand of this/nature has been made, but 
Kruger has Acted impulsively and with 
bad temper ase though something of this 
sort had happened. He has answered the 
original proposal for a joint inquiry after 
long delay and has withdrawn his amend- 
ed scheme with tte dangerous conditions 
relating to suzerainty. 

If he has left a door open for a full 
conference over the effects of the franchise. 
as optimists profess to believe, negotia- 
aoe may continue and peace be main- 
ain 

Reports respecting the ordering out of 
the reserves are again contradicted offic- 
lally to-day but the situation has become 
grave and almost critical, as is shown by 
the presence of Mr. Chamberlain in Lén- 
don and the remarkable activity prevailing 
in military circles.

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 gtreets will require several weeks, and that during that time 


the cars of the Washington avenue lines will be switched 
around the various loops as at present. 

For two days the closing of Washington avenue has sub- 
Jected business to delay and injury, the public to great danger 

and inconvenience, on account of the blockade of cars. It 
presents a condition which ought not to be tolerated by the 
authorities for an hour, and would not be if the rights and in- 
terests of the public had any weight against the influence of 
the street railway monopoly. 

No permit should ever be issued to a street railway cor- 
poration to close up several blocks of a downtown street, and 
to blockade other streets with cars for a single day. The au- 
thorities should require the companies to do their work of 
construction and repair in sections and at night, when traffic 
will not be impeded and the people put to danger and incon- 
venience. The present arrangement is intolerable. 

The question is whether the street railway monopoly or the 
people own the streets and it ought to be settled at the be- 
ginning of monopoly management.

NAPOLEON IVES. 


Billy Catton Gives His Recollection of 
the Dead Billiard Player. 

Billy Cotton, who was the leading billlard- 

ist of St. Louis for many a day, last 

night talked of Napoleon Ives, the dead 


player. Said Billy: 

‘Many claim that Scheefer deserves all 
the credit for making Ives a great master 
of billiards. That is only true in a measufe. 
Schaefer never showed Ives a shot in his 
life. for the simple reason that Schaefer 
cannot show anyone how to play the game. 
He can make any possible shot on the table 
and many that are well-nigh impossible. 
but he does not know how to teach others 
to do the same thing. Ives found this out 
before he hed been with the ‘wizard’ very 
long. 

“Schaefer was born with that gift of play- 
ing. Nobody had to teach him. He Knew 
the points the first time he picked up the 
cue and after that {t was simply a matter 
of practice. Not so with Ives. It was‘years 
of hard labor for him to learn the first prin- 
ciples of the game. He came into the game 
when the loa dius experts were playing balk 
line. Naturally he did not know anything 
about the old game of s.raight rail, and 
when I first saw him he cotgid run as manv 
at balk line as he could at straight rail. He 
bad never heard tell of the rai] nurse, ex- 
cepting In a vague sort of way. 

“Tves got into conversation with me about 
it onee, and I told him that he would never 
be a great expert until he had learned the 
alphabet of billiards. I took him over to a 
billiard table and there, Inside of a half 
hour, had shown him how to hold the balis 
along the rail for long runs. He saw thal 
he had missed something and that he hail 
started the game at the wrong end. He 

racticed the rail for a l ong time and this 
mproved his game more than 100 per cent 
the first time he went back to balk line. 

“Ives was satisfied that my teaching and 
advice made a Dilllard player of him and 
often toli me that he would never have 
amounted to much had he continued to play 
balk line without first earning the simple 
game of straight ratl That I believe to be 
true only in a measure, for Ives was a man 
of remarkable application and determina- 
tion and what he sought to do he was rea- 
sonably sure to accomplish.”

GIGANTIC LAND DEAL. 


Transfer of 3,000,000 Acres of Rich 
Territory in Mexico. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—A deal involving the 
transfer of three million acres of land in 
the State of Nuevo Leon and Tamauiipas, 


Mexico, was concluded in Chicago to-day 
by L. L. Summerlin of San Antonio witn 
Chicagog and New York capitalists. Mr. 
Summeriin, speaking of the deal, said: 

“This property is one of the richest on 
the continent. There is a heavy deposit 
of asphalt, probably the largest in Americd, 
with petroleum and and many valuable 
timbers such as mahogany, rosewood, 
black ebony and cedar. 

“It is situated in the northern part of 
Mexico and borders on the gulf. It is the 
intention to build up a commercial and in- 
dustrial center at some point of it. Sev- 
enty-five thousand head of cattle and D,- 
000 head of horses and mules go with the 
land. Much of this property is already 
under cultivation, raising excellent crops 
of sugar cane, corn, cotton and coffee. 

“Refrigerated meats will be shipped to 
Cuba and Porto Rico, extensive slaughter 
pens” will be erected and we will control 
our own steamship lines. In addition to 
this, large tanneries will be bullt. We can 
obtain large supplies of caustic dye woods, 
which is also used for tanning, from this 
property.” 

For a few days he said he would not be 
at liberty to ve the names of the per- 
sons making the purchase. Several] mil- 
lion dollars will change hands in the trans- 
action, the first million being deposited to- 
day. Mr. Summerlin wil] leave for his home 
in Texas to-morrow.

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FET CARS 
BADLY MIXED, 


Citizens and Visitors Do Not 
Know Which to Take. 


MANY PAY SEVERAL FARES. 


INCONVENIENCE RESULTS FROM 
WASHINGTON AV. CHANGES. 


Destination of Cars Cannot Be Told by 
the Signs Displayed or the 
Street on Which It Is 
Found. 


St. Louls is squirming and perspiring in 
the tight grip of the street car syndicate. 

What Httle energy the exceedingly hot 
weather leaves is expended in trying to 
master the intricacies of the present sys- 
tem of running the trolley and cable lines 
regardless of routes formerly traversed ani 
without consideration of the beacon signs 
on the cars. 

The man who gets on the proper car the 
first attempt is indeed lucky, and iuckier 
still if he discovers his mistake before pay- 
ing one or more nickels. 

The trust undoubtedly has some system 
whereby it keeps track of the cars that ruli 
off their old routes, but few persons can 
comprehend it. 

The complication is due to the tearing up 
of Washington averue, where the United 
Ra‘lways is laying new rails. .That thor- 
oughfare is torn wp from Broadway tov 
Eighth street. The street is impassable 
on one side for that distance and no Cars 
run on it east of Eighth street. 

As a result, all the cars of the Lindell and 
Scullin systems which used to traverse 
Washington avenue are thrown into other 
streets. It ‘!s impossible to tell a car’s des- 
tination from the inscr.ption on its side or 
the street on which one tinds it downtown. 

If a passenger boards the wrong car be- 


tion he does not discover his error until he 
has paid his fare and found tirg the car is 
not going in the proper directicn tor bim. 

The Lindell cars run on Broadway and on 
Sixth street, as do the Carondelet ca 
The Bellefontaine cars Frank! n 
avenue and ail of them to wander 
around aimlessly. 

Why it is necessary for the trust to tear 
up three blocks at a time on Washingten 
avenue in order to put down new rails is 
not apparent. The: Third avenue cable 
road in New York was recently changed to 
an undereround electric road and the com- 
pany’s cars ran regularly during the re- 
construction. 

The local trust seemingly has ail the mod- 
ern appliances for tearing down and bulid- 
ing up street railroads, still the werk is 
not done witheut great inconvenience to tne 
rt ublic. There is a machine at work oa 
Washington avenue, which rips up the old 
track at wonderful speed and in a marvel- 
ous manner. It is operated by three. men, 
who simply give it a gmp on the rails, pull 
a lever, and the machine tears up 10 feet 
of track and snaps off the rails like they 
were pieces of kindling. The paving comes 
up with the rails and all the laborers have 
to do is to throw out the cobble sjerés and 
smooth the bed for the new rails. 

According to Robert E. McMath, president 
of the Board of Public Improvements, the 
trust is permitted to tear up as many blocks 
at a time as may suit it’s convenience. 
Under this ruling there is nothing to pre- 
vent the trust from rendering impassible 
every street traversed by its tracks,

Three 
weeks ago he killed the last of lt. on his 
jist at Dawson City, Alaska,, and then put 
a bullet through hjs own brain and fell 
dead across his yictim’s body. 

Detalis of the affair have ju 
ceived here in a letter from Daw 
Andrew Peterhoff, the mereanres 
widow.

father located on a ranch in this (Holt) 
county. Tom, then a man of %, was gener.

No 
one doubted that he had been shot by 
Brownrieg from ambush. 

It was two years before the avenger Was 
next heard of. At the end of that period 
Walter Andrus, a third of the lynchers, 
was brained in his cabin with an ax. He 
| lived alone in an Isolated spot, and Brown- 
rige might not have been suspected but 
for the discovery beside the man's body 
of another of the fatal lists, with his own 
name and those of Wathier and Algood 
checked off. 

About 18 months 
Richard McDougal, another of the Vi- 
gilantes, was killed in Crockett County, 
where he had moved from Catalpa.

A week later he died. 

After the killing of Dwyer years elapsed 
Brownrigg Was not theard 
from, Toward the latter part of 1896 news 
was received of the mysterious disappear- 
ance at Tacoma of Frank J. Sullivan, a 
seventh member of the lynching party. 
Many people suspected Brownrigg again, 
but there was no evidence conneciing him 
with the case. 

Ben J. Fiies, the eighth of the group, died 
in his bed some time before Dwvyer was 
murdered, and Peter Flint, the ninth, also 
met a natural death shortly after that 
event. He is said actually to have worried 
himself into his grave through fear of 
Brownrigg. He refused to leave home alone 
or after dark, never sat down except with

He had the reputa- 
tion of being an excellent surgeon, and was 
steadily promoted until he reached the rank 
of Major. For many years he has been 
stationed at the Presid‘o, San Francisco. 

Several months ago he reached the age 
limit of 62 years, and was retired, accord- 
ing to army regulations, with a yearly al- 
owance of $2000, but the people in the 
Paymaster’s Department were thunder 
struck when Maj. White quietly, but firmly, 
announced that he would not accept a cent 
of the money. 

Here wag a question which had never be- 
fore been brought to the attention of the 
Government cashiers, as they had never 
met a man who had refused to receive the 
coin of the realm when it was proffered 
for long and meritorious service. They 
were in a quandary. 

The money was set aside for Maj. White 
every month, but to all their pleadings 
and expostulations he turned a deaf ear, 
and refused to relieve them by taking it 
off their hands. It kept piling up month 
by month, but atill the resolute Major re- 
fused to relieve the situation. ° 

When he was retired he came to Pitts- 
burg and for a couple of months stopped 
at the Duquesne Hotel, but had his mail 
sent to the residence of a maiden sister 
who resides at 43 Main street. He was 
very retiring and made few acquaintances 
about the hotel. When telegram after tel- 
egram was sent to him here asking him 
to take the money which was lying ifn the 
Government vaults at Washington for him 
he steadily refused, and also declined to 
enter into any explanation of his course ex- 
cept to say that he did not need it. While} 
stationed in San Francisco the Major did 
not neglect opportunities to acquire wealth 
when they presented -themeelves, and the 
result was that he accumulated a great deal 
of money, most of which is’ invested in 
ranches. 

For some time Maj. White has been ar- 
ranging his affairs in such shape that he 
could leave for a tour of South Africa, and 
last Friday he left Pittsburg to sail for 
the Southern Continent, but instructed the 
letter carriers to deliver his mail to a 
friend in Lawrenceville, which has been 
done, and already several communications 
have come from the War Department for 
the Major. His sister, Miss White. who 
lives on Main street, started for Europe 
about the first of July. 

The action, or rather inaction, of the 
Major puzzles the average person who fails 
to understand why any man would refuse 
to take money from the United States 
Treasury when he could have it by simply 
reaching for it. Most of those who have 
any opportunity to get on the Government 
payroll or pension list claim that they do 
not get enough, and bewail the fact that 
their just dues are withheld. Not so with 
Major White, however, and a friend of his 
in Lawrenceville intimated yesterday that 
he had left the country to ¢ M4

alf miles from this city. er adventure 
becomes unparalleled when it is known that 
the scene of the most tragic episode in her 
life was the inner portion of the Stra.ts 
of San Juan de Fuca, within view of the 
city of Victoria, and in the direct path 
of a dozen steamers a day passing between 
Victoria, Vancouver, (‘Puget Sound and 
Northern ports, each of which vessels was 
hailed as an angel of rescue as its smoke 
drew nearer—each of which passed by, mié6s- 
ing the s.gnals of distress. 

Mrs. Davis has recovered from the terri- 
ble physical as well as nervous shock en- 
tailed by her adventure. Her baby is well 
and happy again. But the mother will 
never again attempt the trip which s0 
nearly cost her life and that of the child. 

It is a common praetice for the settlers 
along the nearer shore of Vancouver Island 
during the soft summer days to row or sall 
across to the historical islands of San Juan 
and Lopez, and pay the.r neighborly re- 
spects to the American cousins resident 
there. Mrs. Davis has relatives living on 
San Juan, and without the slightest misap- 
prehension, she crossed over recently to 
pay them a visit, taking her baby with her 
and accompanied only by an aged boatman, 
Mr. Baylis. No serious misadventure 
marked the trip going. It was on the re- 
turn that disaster overwhelmed the little

BARBERS ARE REGISTERING 


Only the New Comers Need Pass an 
Examination, but All Must 
Get on the Books. 


There is no provision in the law licensing 
barbers for the regulation of the man who 
shaves himself. Therein, the professional 
manipulator of the razor and the strop 


failed. He must pass an examination and 
submit to harrowing questions about his 
methods and the diseases ircident to the 
trade, but the fellow who scrapes his own 
chin.and thus cheats the man of the striped 
pole out of his well authenticated rights hag 
no limit put upon his privileges. 

‘This may seem pecullar, as the barbers’ 
bill wa sdrawn up by the real barbers, but 
it was doubtless an cversight. The barber 
has been fighting the self-shaver for cent@- 
ries, and it really seems strange that he 
should nave lost the opportunity that this 
bill offered, not to abolish him. 

Howeve!r, the barber did take care of him- 
self in another way. He provided that al] 
of his trade who had been at it previous to 
May 6 could cuntinue by simply regi#tering 
and paying for a license. Those who have 
come into the State since then, or have 
been graduated from ‘“‘cclleges” or have 
served their time as apprentices, may be li- 
censed if they can pass th eexamination 
that the board prepares for them. The 
board, of course, will not tell what the na- 
ture of this examination will be, and it wil] 
not even examine:any barbers at its stay 
here this time, as it will be too busy li- 
censing the old ones to pay any attention 
to new ones. The old ones are registering 
rapidly, and the books of the board are be- 
coming well filled with naems. 

The Boad of Examiners consists of J. 
Hanks, president; J. . Ryan, secretary, 
™ Boy orsting, treasurer. The presi- 
dent is also president of the Boss Barbers’ 
Protective Association and vice-president 
of the State Barbers’ Association. Mr.
